At the annual festival of the Norfolk Agri­ 
cultural Society, this Fall, President Clark, 
during his address, made allusion to the prof­ 
its of farming as carried on by a few of his 
acquaintances. 
Senator Boutwell, who is 
away in Washington most of the year, mana­ 
ges a farm in Massachusetts, and claims to 
have cleared $1,290 last year on bis farm 
above expenses. 
Another acquaintance, a 
graduate of Harvard College, is making but­ 
ter that sells readily at seventy-live cents a 
pound. 
He makes the batter, skims his own 
milk, and is proad of making a good living 
at farming. 
Then he feeds the skimmed milk 
with corn meal to hogs, and sells the pork at 
twenty cents a pound to people who don’t 
like to think of eating pork or lard that is 
either raised or cured at the West. The 
thought of “ whole hog lard” is not very ap­ 
petizing to a weak stomach. 
Another large 
and intelligent farmer, near Worcester, keeps 
cow’s that give rich milk, which he sells pure 
to customers who are glad to pay nine cents 
per quart in Summer and ten cents in Winter, 
because they know it is rich and pure. 
He 
makes a good article, tixe3 a price that covers 
cost, and leaves a margin for profit, and finds 
buyers for all he makes. Tho average farmers 
are too careless about the quality of their pro­ 
ductions. 
It costs really but a trifle more to 
raise and prepare for markot a first-rate arti­ 
cle than it does to produce a second or third 
rate one, and tljo difference in the price ob­ 
tained i3 often very great. A bushel of large 
potatoes usually costs less for labor than a 
bushel of small ones; while the large ones are 
salable at a profit, Hie small ones often don’t 
pay the labor bill’. A fruit-tree overloaded 
with fruit w ill not yield a harvest that will sell 
for a« much mouey as half of it would if the 
other half had been removed at the proper 
time. A hundred pounds of apples or pears 
are worth much more In IOO than in 200 speci­ 
mens. 
A thousand pounds of beef is worth 
in one animal from twenty-five to fifty per 
cent, more than if in two animals. 
A pair of 
plump, well-dressed chickens will find a mar­ 
ket at a much higher figure than a pair of 
blue, lean, half-plucked ones will, even if of 
the same weight. 
Eggs are now selling In 
Boston markets at thirty cents per dozen for 
•hipped, while fresh country eggs, brought in 
by farmers and sold direct to tho consumers, 
readily bring forty cents. Tho diflerence on 
a single dozen seems rather insignificant, but 
on a year’s production from only fifty hens 
the diflerence would pay the subscription on 
all the newspapers the farmer’s family would 
care to take. 
Last year the apple crop of 
New-England was immense. 
Thousands of 
bushels rotted, because they were not worth 
the cost of gathering and marketing. The 
trees were overloaded, and of coarse the fruit 
was most of it under size. At harvest-time 
a barrel of Baldwins, or greenings, or russets, 
could lie bought in almost any orchard for a 
dollar. At the same time, large, fair Western 
apples brought from three to five dollars. 
In 
such a year the sale would, of-course, be lim­ 
ited. yet there were buyers for such apples in 
every city.—Hew England Former.

Her grievance was 
that lier father was going to send her to a con­ 
vent for schooling and discipline. 
—An English inventor has patented a fire­ 
proof printing paper, composed of vegetable 
fibre, asbestos, liorax and alum, and warrant­ 
ed to bear any amount of burning eloquence 
•r light literature. 
— Detroit -Free Press: *‘ Niobe was thought 
to lie a weeper, but she couldn’t run a grist­ 
mill. This is merely another testimonial to 
the truth that America leads the world.” 
—The Glastonbury “ cow fund” is reported 
as “ swelling rapidly,” and pretty soon the 
lawyers will be squealing around its udder 
with their milk-palls.— New Haven Register. 
—Sergeant Bates writes from Illinois to the 
London News, proposing to introduce the 
prairie chicken Into England, Scotland and 
Ireland. 
He has grown tired of bls experi­ 
ments w ith the ungrateful bird of freedom. 
—A dowry of $750,000 and an income of 
$100,000 a year is the fortune which Maria 
brings to Alfred. 
His royal highness belongs 
to a thrifty family, and bas made a good 
mutch financially, a s doubtless he has made in 
more imjiortaut rt spools. 
—Memphis Avalenche: 
“Now comes the 
story that i^uaan B. Anthony intends suing ail 
the newspapers for libel 
Fortunately, the 
Avalanche does not come under the ban, as 
one of our inflexible rules is to never criticise 
any of tile personages who figure in ancient 
history.” 
—A Washington (D. C.) jury gave Mrs. 
Mary Norris a verdict of $800 against the 
Great Southern Railroad, the other day, be­ 
cause a conductor took her two miles be­ 
yond the station her ticket indicated, and 
then refused to back his train to the place 
although he offered to take tho woman to the 
next station beyond, and return ber on the 
uext train. 
—A midnight marriage ceremony, in which 
the bride and groom clasped hands overs 
grave in the cemetery at Pittston, Pa., is a 
tantalizing mystery to the gossips of the town. 
The eccentric couple, along with a parson and 
a witness, arrived on the night train from 
New York, aud, when the knot was tied, 
drove oil in a covered carriage and were seen 
no more. 
—Some startling figures concerning habitu­ 
al drunkenness iu New York have just been 
published, from which it appears that during 
the three years ending with January, 1,560 
men and 9,006 women were committed for 
this <(flense; some of these debased creatures 
have been “ sent up” a great many times, 
some of them os often as one hundred titres. 
—Ribbed glass for roofs and cellar windows 
is comparatively a recent introduction. 
The 
Boston A Lowell Railroad station at Boston 
is roofed with 25,000 feet of this glass, weigh­ 
ing three pounds to the square-foot; and the 
Boston A Providence station has 
s roof

—A bank conducted on a novel system has 
recently been established in London, known 
as the “Check Bank.” Persons may deposit 
various sums in tho bank, for instance $50, 
with au addition of twenty-five cents as a fee. 
In return they receive a packet of checks, 
coch for $5, $10 or larger sums,as the amount 
deposited. These checks are readily taken In 
payment, aud are fouod very bandy for the 
transmission of small sums by mail. No ref­ 
erences arc needed In opening an account 


with the bank, and it is impossible to over­ 
draw, because the checks issued are only for 
the amount of the deposit, nor can they be 
known for a larger or smaller] amount than 
that for which they nre stamped. 
—A Georgia paper recalls the following: 
“An elderly gentleman, who has a large fund 
of anecdotes, stated to us an anecdote of 
Caleb Cushing, which will bear printing. Some 
forty years ago Mr. Cushing wns paying court 
to a wealthy Baltimore lady. Baltimore beau­ 
ties then showed their charms in the light of 
tallow-dips, gas being unknown.

Intelligent Farm ing. 
At the annual festival of the Norfolk Agri­ 
cultural Society, this Fall, President Clark, 
during his address, made allusion to the prof­ 
its of farming as carried on by a few of his 
acquaintances. 
Senator Boutwell, who is 
away in Washington most of the year, mana­ 
ges a farm in Massachusetts, and claims to 
have cleared $1,290 last year on bis farm 
above expenses. 
Another acquaintance, a 
graduate of Harvard College, is making but­ 
ter that sells readily at seventy-five cents a 
pound. 
He makes the butter, skims his own 
milk, and is proud of making a good living 
at farming. 
Then he feeds the skimmed milk 
with corn meal to hogs, and sells the pork at 
twenty cents a pound to people who don’t 
like to think of eating pork or lard that is 
either raised or cured at the We3t. 
The 
thought of “ whole hog lard” is not very ap­ 
petizing to a weak stomach. 
Another large 
and intelligent farmer, near Worcester, keeps 
cows that give rich milk, which he sells pure 
to customers who are glad to pay nine cents 
per quart in Summer and ten cents in Winter, 
because they know it is rich and pure. 
He 
makes a good article, fixes a price that covers 
cost, and leaves a margin for profit, and finds 
buyers for all he makes. The average farmers 
are too careless about the quality of their pro­ 
ductions. 
It costs really but a trifle moro to 
raise and prepare for market a flr3t-rato arti­ 
cle than it does to produce a second or third 
rate one, and the diflerence in the price ob­ 
tained is often very great. A bushel of large 
potatoes usually costs less for labor than a 
bushel of small ones; while the large ones are 
salable at a profit, the small ones often don’t 
pay the labor bill?. 
A fruit-tree overloaded 
with fruit will not yield a harvest that will sell 
for as much mouey as half of it would if the 
other half had been removed at the proper 
time. 
A hundred pounds of apples or pear3 
are worth much more in 100 thau in 200 speci­ 
mens. 
A thousand pounds oí beef is worth 
in one animal from twenty-five to fifty per 
cent, more thau if in two animals. 
A pair of 
plump, well-dressed chickens will find a mar­ 
ket at a much higher figure than a pair of 
blue, lean, half-plucked ones will, even if of 
the same weight. 
Eggs are now selling in 
Boston markets at thirty cents per dozen for 
shipped, while fresh country eggs, brought in 
by farmers and sold direct to the consumers, 
readily bring forty cents. 
The diflerence on 
a single dozen seems rather insignificant, but 
on a year’s production from only fifty hens 
the diflerence would pay the subscription on 
all the newspapers the farmer’s family would 
care to take. 
Last year the apple crop of 
Ncw-England was immense. 
Thousands of 
bushels rotted, because they were not worth 
the cost of gathering and marketing. 
The 
trees were overloaded, and of course the fruit 
was most of it under size. 
At harvest-time

a contradiction is simply to say that Carpen­ 
ter is a m an; that he did not free himself from 
the feeling that it was necessary to do so, Is 
to mark him as a coward. 
Upon the whole 
we like the speech; it will do no harm and 
may do good. 
When lie had got out a little 
from under the cloud, as he did near the close 
of his remarks, the Senator made a scathing 
and truthful presentment of the frauds and 
usurpations which are the Ixxly and soul of 
the Louisiana troubles.

Kellogg, McEnery, Pincliback and all, and 
have a new election in that perturbed com­ 
monwealth.

command of language is the precise measure 
of Ins intellectuality. 
We mean tile command 
of expressive words, not verbal gas. Besides, 
Latin derivatives are full of quirks, quibbles 
and dodges. 
When a Ile is to lie told and Hie 
liar wants to dodge Its direct responsibility 
and fruits, he always lies Iii tho Latin element 
of the English language, never in the Saxon. 
Should we ever lie catted upon to do so we 
can give proof of Hie truth of what we say 
aliout that. 
We set out to sjieak of Hie word 
“ donate” arid its noun “ donation.” 
We 
hate them both heartily, for they cover more 
swindles aud cheats than a circus tent does 
clowns not dressed iii motley. 
From a “ do­ 
nation ” to a country minister, which is al­ 
ways an insult and a fraud, to a “ donation ” 
of land for a railroad station, there is always 
something rotten in the fact over which thai 
mean word broods. 
Sometimes words, like 
consumptive people and financiers after Ge- 
net's stamp, need to go abroad for their 
health; and if “ donate” and “ donation” 
were sent to purgatory for ten years our talk 
would be the better for it.

The robbers harmed nobody on the train. 
They left behind a first-class news item descrife 
tivo of Hic transaction, which they had already 
written up.

with $5,000, but be wa* riot aboard.

the robbers had seized Conductor Alford and 
other train meu, and placed them under 
guard, one of the gang passed along the line

They took only gold watches 
from passengers aud returned those of General 
Superintendent Morley, who was on the train, 
and Conductor Alford, because they had their 
names engraved on them. 
The robbers also 
took $800 from a citizen of Gadshill. 
The 
thieves are unknown, but it is thought that a 
clue to their identity has been found. 
They 
were traced to Black River, six miles west of 
Gadshill, but the trail was lost there. 
The 
Sheriff of Wayne county is endeavoring to 
organize a jiosse of men at Piedmont to scour 
the country for the robbers.

The Tribune ba3 private ad viera to the ef­ 
fect that Consular Plenipotentiary Newman 
was refused admission' to a criminal court in 
Yeddo, Japan, in the capacity of spectator. 
Whereupon the peripatetic chaplain sent in 
his personal card, endorsed, “Special Friend 
of President Grant.” On heariug this the of­ 
ficers of the oriental hall of Justice Bent out 
un answer telling how they were all bathed 
injtenrs and stricken with grief by the fact 
that there was nobody within of sufficiently 
high rank to receive so distinguished a per­ 
sonage—they recommended him to honor the 
Mikado. 
We have got so. accustomed to hear this 
country berated in England as peculiarly giv­ 
en over to violence at election times that we 
read the recent news from that blissful isle 
with a quiet smile. They are having an elec­ 
tion over there just now, and the candidates 
make their declarations of principles from the 
hustings. The Premier is among them. Now 
we should be very much astonished in this 
country if Secretary Fish or any other cabi­ 
net officer were to take the platform and be 
disturbed or his hearers molested; but our 
cousins seem to take it as a matter of course. 
The papers announce as if it were a weather 
item, that Gladstone being about to speak in 
Greenwich the thoroughfares of the borough 
will be closed one hour before he opens his 
mouth, and the troops will be conflued to their 
barracks. So also] Right Hon. Acton Ayr­ 
ton had to suspend speaking several limes be­ 
cause of the fighting among ftis hearers. 
If 
anything of that kind should happen here it 
would be called a riot. 
“To look at Mr. Proctor, the secretary of 
the Royal Astronomical Society of London,” 
says a letter writer, “you would never suspect 
the existence of scientific knowledge in his 
head. He parts his glossy black hair exactly 
in the middle; his face is flushed, as though 
he revelled in plum pudding, good ale, 
and plenty of sleep. IIow a -man with so 
short a neck and such broad shoulders can 
gaze at the stars wtll ever remain a mystery 
The letter-writer alluded to is not an accu 
rate observer. Mr. Proctor does not part his 
hair “exactly in the middle,” but about three' 
eights of an inch on one side of it. Also, we 
have heard him say that since he has been in 
America, the boundless hospitality of his new 
friends has hardly allowed him time to sleep 
at all. As to his seeing the stars under the 
disadvantage of a short neck, perhaps he 
follows the custom so popular in this country 
—of lying on his back to do it. It may be 
hard to tell just what kind of head and should­ 
ers a scientific man ought to have, yet we 
more than suspect the head of that letter-writ­ 
er has been muddled with bad ale and worse 
phrenology. 
Eli Perkins is a very funny man. When he 
lectures certain weak-minded people have 
been almost tempted to laugh at him. 
Per­ 
kins makes a business of wit and humor, and 
if nature had only been a trifle more generous 
to him in the matter of natural ability in that 
direction, he would have been nearly as great 
a nuisance as Josh Billings. Billings lectures 
on “Milk,” and severe critics have been so 
unkind as to to say that fhe subject of his 
watery harangue is his sole article of diet. 
As for ourselves, we don’t pretend to know 
how that may be. Perkins has been lectur­ 
ing in Troy—not the Troy which Dido sur­ 
veyed with a bull's bide cut in strips—but 
Troy, New York. Among other side-splitting 
things,Eli is reported to have said that he was 
“in great demand with artists to sit for land* 
scapes, sea-views, animals, etc.,” and that it 
“was extremely difficult to dress so as to 
represent a drove of cattle.” 
We should 
think so. No humane artist would ask Eli lo 
do it. Now, if Eli would confine himself to 
sitting for a Scriptural painting of Balaam’s 
Ass, he wouldn’t be obliged to dress at all.

A Suggestion. 
Since the unhappy days of the Man in the 
Iron Mask or of the Prisoner of Chillón, what 
wonderful advances the world has made in 
its methods of treating incarcerated criminals. 
Blackwell’s Island, for example, is fairly be­ 
coming desirable as a place of residence on 
account of the manifold advantages it oilers 
for moral reflection and the cultivation of ar­ 
tistic tastes. The concert given by promi­ 
nent musicians at that retreat on Friday last 
was an illustration of what we affirm. The 
music, both vocal and instrumental, was of a 
high order, and the effect must have been en­ 
nobling. We grieve to see by the city reports 
that “the audience was composed of the con­ 
valescent patients in the Charity Hospital” 
only. The entertainment ought not to have 
been confined to them. Tweed should have 
been in a complimentary box, and his asso­ 
ciates now under ban of society would have 
been equally delighted and improved by so 
appropriate songs as the “Champagne song” 
and “You stole my love.” The memory of 
other and better days would have softened 
their manly features, while it is not impossi­ 
ble that a stray tear, slightly colored with the 
nuabsorbed wine of former collations, might 
have followed the furrows of their careworn 
cheeks. And (who knows ?) the Governor 
might have felt it right to pardon them ont, 
in view of these manifestations. At least a 
long-felt need is again indicated by this con­ 
cert—and it was only one of a series-that 
each jail and prison should have its regular 
orchestra and operatic troupe, with necessary 
fixtures. What could not be done by fines

“If orns of Elfland, ralntly blowing." 


Carpenter on L o u is ia n a , 
Senator Carpenter’s speech 011 the Louisiana 
complications carried more force with it and 
will lead, if followed by the congressional 
action which ought to grow out of the facts 
presented, to more radical results than its 
author probably intended or desired. The 
Senator attempted the rather difficult feat of 
riding two horses at the same time; all the 
more perilous in his case as the horses were 
not agreed to travel the same road- In less 
figurative phrase, he tried to be thorough and 
searching in his expose of the frauds involved 
in the existence and perpetuation of tho Kel­ 
logg government without implicating Presi­ 
dent Grant In any responsibility for them. 
Herein, it is almost needless to say, the Sena­ 
tor failed. The blow which could not be avert­ 
ed was, however, softened as much as possible 
by the cautiously-chosen words employed by 
the speaker in alluding to that part of the 
unfortunate business in which the President 
was conspicnous. 
The fact, nevertheless, 
could not be concealed that General Grant’s 
proclamation, threatening tho armed inter­ 
ference of United States troops, was wholly 
unprecedented and without authority. That 


document was not issued In response to either 
of the only two cases In which the constitu­ 
tion would justify it, viz: wheu there is an 
actual and formidable insurrection against a 
state government, or when obstructions are 
maliciously placed in the way of the enforce­ 
ment or United States laws iu any state. 
Stung by the persistent aud Impertinent inter­ 
ruptions of Senator Morton, Mr. Carpenter 
denied, with much show of emphasis, that the 
President had ever recognized the administra­ 
tion of Kellogg; and then he innocently ad­ 
mitted that Grant had recognized that gov­ 
ernment, but only in the absence of a decision 
in the matter by Congress. Afterwards, Mr. 
Carpenter declared that the proclamation 
had a good eflect and he was glad it was 
issued,” immediately affirming the ridiculous 
non sequitur that “ the proclamation was a 
nullity.” The plain truth is, the Senator was 
trying all through his speech to win a desira­ 
ble reputation as a political reformer with 
courage enough to beard the liou in bis den, 
and at the same time not to incur the dis­ 
pleasure of the lion. That he could not work 
a contradiction is simply to say that Carpen­ 
ter is a man; that he did not free himself from 
the feeling that it was necessary to do so, is 
to mark him as a coward. Upon the whole 
we like the speech; it will do no harm and 
may do good. When he had got out a little 
from under the cloud, as he did near the close 
of bis remarks, the Senator made a scatliin 
and truthful presentment of the frauds and 
usurpations which are the body and soul of 
the Louisiana troubles. 
Now let us upset 
Kellogg, McEnery, Pinchback and all, and 
have a new election in that perturbed com­ 
monwealth.

Will any of the aspiring “ ink slingera’ 
011 those journals who use the word most be 
good enough to tell us why “ give ” is not a 
better word than “ donate” to express the 
idea for which they both stand ? If not, will 
they allow ns to tell them that there is a voaly 
period in some folks’ lives, in which they are 
apt to use big Latin derivatives in hope to 
cheat somebody into the notion that they are 
educated people. It is always a sign of a 
healthy state of mental growth when speak­ 
ers and writers use plain, compact words lo 
convey what thoughts they may chance to 
have. , The clearer the thought the more ex­ 
act and simple will be the words in which it 
will be clothed.. When you hear people say 
they have 110 end of ideas but lack words in 
which to tell them, you may be sure they are 
either lying to themselves or to you. Not one 
man in twenty really thinks at all—he only 
thinks he thinks. And when any of the nine­ 
teen are asked to tell what they think^ the an­ 
swer usually is: “ I can only think; I can't 
talk or write.” That man is the most helpless 
kind of a fool on the face of the earth. If 
wre think at all, we think in words, and one’s 
command of language is the precise measure 
of his intellectuality. We mean the command 
of expressive words, not verbal gas. Besides, 
Latin derivatives are full of quirks, quibbles 
and dodges. When a lie is to be told and the 
liar wants to dodge its direct responsibility 
and fruits, he always lies in tho Latin element 
of the English language, never in the Saxon. 
Should we ever be called upon to do so we 
can give proof of the truth of what we say 
about that. We set out to speak of the word 
“ donate” and its noun “ donation.” We 
hate them botli heartily, for they cover more 
swindles and cheats than a circus lent does 
clown3 not dressed 111 motley. From a “ do­ 
nation ” to a country minister, which is al­ 
ways an insult and a fraud, to a “ donation ” 
of land for a railroad station, there is always 
something rotten in the fact over which that 
mean word broods. Sometimes words, like 
consumptive people and financiers after Ge­ 
net's stamp, need to go abroad for their 
health; and if “ donate” and “ donation” 
were sent to purgatory for ten years our talk 
would be the better for it.

Progress of tlic election*. 
L ondon, Jan. 31.—Gladstone in his address 
at Greenwich this afternoon replied to various 
accusations that had been made against him 
by Conservatives and defended his use of tiie 
patronage attaching to his «Hice. 
Disraeli also addressed a large assembly at 
Aylesbury to-Jay. He said the dissolution of 
Parliament was an act of black treachery 
which Gladstone learned from the tactics of 
the Ashantees. The financial proposals of the 
government were a bribe to secure success in 
the coming elections and were also fallacious 
and unjust. A deficiency wou Id be caused by 
the promised remission of taxation which 
would make necessary an even more vexa­ 
tious and burdensome taxation. Tho inatten­ 
tion of the government to foreign politics has 
led the nation into costly wars, ignominious 
treaties and sham arbitrations. 
John Bright spoke at an enthusiastic meet­ 
ing of his constituents in Birmingham to 
night, lie devoted much time to the vindica*- 
tion of tho legislation obtained by the Glad 
stone ministry, which legislation Disraeli in a 
recent speech characterized as harassing, and 
recapitulated various abuses which it had 
abolished. 
L ondon, Jan. 31.—The poli» opened yester­ 
day in Guildford, Chatham, Kidderminster, 
Maidstone, and over and north Lincolnshire. 
The Conservatives were victorious, lioldin 
their owu in all elections except that at Barn­ 
staple aud electing their candidates in eight 
boroughs represented by Liberals in the last 
Parliament. The Liberals show a gain of 011 
ly one member, having defeated the Conserva 
live at Barnstaple. Rear Admirable George 
Elliot, Conservative, was elected at Chatham 
by a majority of 699, although the dock-yards 
and other government establishments there 
gave the ministry great influence. At the las 
election lie was defeated by a Liberal candi 
date, Awaythey, under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, who had a majority of 184. Onslow 
Liberal, was re-elected at Guilford by 243 
majority against 2 1 at the last election. Henry 
James, Attorney-General, and A. C. Barclay 
former Liberal members, were both returned 
from Taunton without opposition. 
Durin 
the week there were 48 elections, resulting 
2» Liberals and 28 Conservatives returned to 
Parliament. 
L ondon—Midnight.—The Liberals have car­ 
ried Maidstone, electing botli candidates. A 
Conservative lias been returned from Bewdly 
in Worcestershire and a home rule candidate 
from the borough of Carlow, Ireland. 
TIIE ASIIANTEE WAR. 
L ondon; Feb. 1.—A dispatch from Cape 
Coast Castle states that twelve ambassadors 
from the Ashantees recently arrived in the 
British camp suing for peace. Sir Garnet 
Wolsley replied that he would only treat with 
the King himself at Coomassic. 
L ondon, Feb. 1.—It is reported th at Gen 
Wolsley lia3 detained the Ashantee ambassa 
dors as hostages for some British sailors tak 
en prisoners by the enemy. 


M ETROPOLITAN NEWS. 
The Absconding- C ity T reasurer. 
New York, Feb. 1.—The examination or 
the accounts of Hamilton, the absconding 
City Treasurer of Jersey City, by experts show 
his default be $85,816, $17,000 being in bonds. 
The speculations begau December 23d and in 
one day $30,000 was taken, the remainder be- 
in sums of $500 and upwards. 
Hamil­ 
ton’s method was to deposit all checks re­ 
ceived in payment and retain the cash. 
A COMMUNIST ARSENAL. 
The police to-day discovered in the cellar of 
a Frenchman formerly a Communist thirty-one 
hand grenades not loaded and arrested the 
possessor. His friends claim they are the re­ 
mainder of a lot bought for the Frencli gov­ 
ernment during the Franco German-war. 


German speaking peoples will be only 121,-

only 69,000,000. He states that in Switzer­ 
land, where the French and German are both 
understood in the same family, the French 
always drives out the German, but that when­ 
ever French and English are both under­ 
stood in a Swiss household the English drives 
out the French. French and German families 
in England and America quickly lose their na­ 
tive tongues; but English families in France 
and Germany generally transmit their origi­ 
nal language from generation to generation. 
Thus, English is to drive French and German 
out of the field more rapidly than population 
statistics alone can foretell! His only appre­ 
hension is that English, when it becomes the 
universal tongue, may break up into three lan­ 
guages, spoken in different quarters of the 
world, and related to one another,like Italian, 
Spanish and Portuguese.

T lio y W rite up tlic A ffa ir Hcforeliund 
St . L ouis, Feb. 1.—A daring and successful 
robbery was committed this evening on the 
Iron Mountain Railroad near Gadsbill station 
120 miles below this city. At 4:30 this after 
noon a train was signalled to stop, a switch 
was turned and the train run 011 the side track 
As the train stopped Conductor Alford stepped 
off to ascertain what was the matter, when he 
was confronted by a man wearing a mask, 
pistol placed to his bead and he was marched 
off. The engineer, fireman, mail agent, ex 
press messenger and other train men were 
then seized by five masked and heavily armed 
men and also placed under guard. Tlic rob­ 
bers then went through the entire train and 
took from the passengers about $ 2,000 and a 
large amount of jewelry. They also took from 
the Adams Express messenger about $1,000 
and rifled the mails. The robbers then left in 
a southerly direction and after the release of 
the train men the train started southward. 
The robbers harmed nobody 011 the train. 
They left behind a first-class news item descrip­ 
tive of tiie transaction, which they had already 
written up. This original document is in the 
possession of the conductor. 
FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
St. L ouis, Feb. 1 .—Further particulars of 
the train robbery at Gadsbill last evening are 
to the eflect that the robbers’ real purpose in 
stopping the train was to rob Mr. Staunch- 
field,Secretary of the Clearwater Lumber Com­ 
pany, whom they expected to be on the train 
with $5,000, but lie was not aboard. After 
the robbers liad seized Conductor Alford and 
other train men, and placed them under 
guard, one or the gang passed along the line 
of the train, flourishing pistols, and command 
ed the passengers to keep quiet or they would 
kill the conductor and engineer. 
Part 
of the band 
then 
robbed 
the 
ex­ 
press 
and 
mail 
cars, 
taking 
only 
money. 
They afterwards plundered the 
passengers. 
There were only twelve male 
passengers, five ladies and several children on 
the train. The total amount of money ob­ 
tained, including $1,080 from the express car, 
was $2,311. They took only gold watches 
from passengers and returned those of General 
Superintendent Morley, who was 011 the train, 
and Conductor Alford, because they liad their 
names engraved on them. The robbers also 
took $800 from a citizen of Gadsbill. The 
thieves are unknown, but it is thought that a 
clue to their identity lia3 been found. They 
were traced to Black River, six mile3 west of 
Gadsbill, but the trail was lost there. The 
Sheriff of Wayne county is endeavoring to 
organize a posse of men at Piedmont to scour 
th« country for tlic robbers.

A M id uight Scene in W y o m in g Cem e­ 
tery— T h e M ysterious P a r t y T h a t 
Arrived in the T r a in from 
N e w Y o r k . 
Amoug the arrivals on the 8:55 train from 
New York on the night of the 13th were four 
persons, evidently strangers in Pittston, who 
formed a party by themselves.

The driver of the coach out3ide, after being 
relieved of his load, did not return to the east 
side but drove ofl to a neighboring livery 
stable, and placed his animals under shelter 
there, but did not unharness them. After 
throwing robes over the animals, he found a 
seat bj the side of a warm tire in tiie office, 
and chatted with a couple of stable boy3 who 
lodged therein. 
In the meantime the minutes flew by, and 
when the clock over the door was ticking with­ 
in half an hour of miduight a light step was 
heard outside, and there was a rap at the 
door. The driver responded with alacrity,and 
after a second’s conversation proceeded to his 
team, drew the robes from them, mounted the 
box and hacked out of the stable, turning 
about when outside and going in the direction 
of the river.

Two and a half inch 
ice formed in the ferry track in the creek from 
Saturday night’s freezing, but tho ferry-boat 
made good time. 
The Norwich had steam up 
all day to keep th# track ojien if necessary. 
Isaac Schultz, the first for the season, walked 
across the river on the ice Suuday morning, 
it being fast above and below the ferry track. 
Ice cutting and storing operations will be 
commenced as soou as the lee is of sufficient 
thickness to permit of horses being used upon 
“ the ponds,’’ and the work will be prosecuted 
with great vigor until completed. 
There is a 
host of idle men in this city who are looking 
forward to tbe ice harvest with impatience, 
and business men generally are interested in 
seeing the eighty thousand dollars in circula­ 
tion which fellows when tbe ice companies get 
to work. 


The Prospects for att 'Ice Crop. 
Tile cold weather of the past few days bas 
encouraged the ice dealers along the river 
north of this point to complete arrangements 
for the commencement of lmryesting a crop 
of that necessary commodity to-day. 
During 
Friday and Saturday last men were at work at 
Coxsackie, Stuyvesant, Schodack and Stock 
port flooding the ice to increase its thickness 
preparatory to cutting aud storing it, and at 
these places the ice is about nine inches in 
thickness and very clear. 
An agent of the 
Washington Ice Company during the past 
week made a tour of the upper Hudson for 
the purpose of inspecting the ice in the.coves 
and bays, of which lie gives a rather discour­ 
aging report, asserting that owing to west­ 
erly winds of long prevalence the ice in the 
coves is filled with the cinders blown from the 
locomotives o u tlie Hudson River Railroad to 
such an extent as to make it unfit for use. 
The above-mentioned company have secured 
the right to harvest the iee from a number of 
ponds adjacent to the Hudson River Railroad; 
so they are assured of getting a crop, even 
should it not be a largo one. 
At Barrytown 
the Consumers’ Ice Company on Friday coni 
menced taking ice from the cove just north of 
the railroad station at Hilt place, and it is 
said to be ten inches thick and very clear. 
It 
is carted iii wagons from the cove to the ice 
house on the river front. 
With the exception 
of the ferry track at this point the ice is fast 
from Barrytown to Crum Elbow, and from 
Tivoli Hie river is firmly closed, people cross­ 
ing at Catskill on the ice. 
Four years ago 
the first man to cross the river ou the ice 
from Rhincclifi bere did so on tho 14th of 
February, at d a good crop of ice was secured 
after that, and the prospects for filling the 
ice houses are much brighter now than a 
week ago.

Judge West­ 
brook, yesterday, explained at considerable 
lea *h the duties of Grand Jurors and, iq en­ 
umerating the offences required by statute to 
lie charged, stated clearly aud forcibly the 
reasons of Hie requirement, thereby enabling 
the Jury lo jierforni the duties which may fall 
lo them understandingly.

Comity Bar bas received of Judge Westbrook 
is one of the greatest satisfaction. 
The syste­ 
matic manner in which bs lias prepared for 
the work of the term inspires both lawyers 
and clients with confidence in ids ability to 
perform the duties devolving upon him. 
His 
action evinces th it as a practitioner he has 
been careful and exact, and gives alt who saw 
him vederday tho conviction that while upon 
the bench his carcer will be marked by exact 
justice and careful discrimination.

T h e P r o s p e c ts ( o r n u ’I c e C ro p . 
The cold weather of the past few days has 
encouraged the ice dealers along the river 
north of this point to complete arrangements 
for the commencement of harvesting a crop 
of that necessary commodity to-day. 
During 
Friday and Saturday last men were at work at 
Coxsackie, Stuyvesant, Scbodack and Stock­ 
port flooding the ice to increase its thickness 
preparatory to cutting and storing it, and at 
these places the ice is about nine iuefces in 
thickness and very clear. 
An agent of the 
Washington Ice Company during the past v 
week made a tour of the upper Hudson for 
the purpose of inspecting the ice in the.coves 
and bays, of which he gives a rather discour­ 
aging report, asserting that owing to west­ 
erly winds of long prevalence the ice in the 
coves is filled with the cinders blown from the 
locomotives on¿the Hudson River Railroad to 
such an extent as to make it unfit for use. 
The above-mentioned company have secured 
the right to harvest the iee from a number of 
ponds adjacent to the Hudson River Railroad; 
so they ai'e assured of getting a crop, even 
should it not be a large one. 
At Barrytown 
the Consumers’ Ice Company on Friday com­ 
menced taking ice from the cove just north of 
the railroad station at that place, and it is 
said t.o be ten inches thick and very clear. 
It 
is carted in wagons from the cove to the ice 
house on the river front. 
With the exception 
of the ferry track at this point the ice is fast 
from Barrytown to Crum Elbow, and from 
Tivoli the river is firmly closed, people cross­ 
ing at Catskill on the ice. 
Four years ago 
the first man to cross the rivpr ou the ice 
from Rhineclifl here did so on the 14th of 
February, ai d a good crop of ice was secured 
after that, and the prospects for filling the 
ice houses are much brighter now than a 
week ago.

The gentle­ 
man disposes of business promptly and gives 
evidence of possessing in the highest possible 
degree the lore so essential to a proper dis­ 
charge of the important duties of the position 
lie occupies. 
The following is from the Evening Register 
of the same date: 
Owing to the late hour at which the Grand 
Jury was charged, yesterday, wa were unable 
to 
comment at sufficient length upon the 
charge of Judge Westbrook. 
This duty, as 
prescribed to the Judges by statute, is too of­ 
ten considered a matter of mere routine which 
is to be disposed of as speedily as possible, 
and we may easily suppose that often persons 
act as members of the Grand Jury without in 
the slightest degree understanding the nature 
of the action required of them. 
Judge West­ 
brook, yesterday, explained at considerable 
length the duties of Grand Jurors and, in en­ 
umerating the offences required by statute to 
be charged, stated clearly and forcibly the 
reasons of the requirement, thereby enabling 
the jury to perform the duties which may fall 
lo them understanding!}'. 
The first impression which the Columbia 
County Bar has received of Judge Westbrook 
is one of the greatest satisfaction. 
The syste­ 
matic manner in which ho has prepared for 
the work of the term inspires both lawyers 
and clients with confidence in his ability to 
perform the duties devolving upon him. 
His 
action evinces th it as a practitioner he has 
been careful and exact, and gives all who saw 
him yesterday the conviction that while upon 
the "bench his career will be marked by exact 
justice and careful discrimination.
